The Center is Iowa’s primary contract research facility for fermentation and bioprocessing, and consists of 
more than 50 faculty members and more than 300 researchers, including graduate and undergraduate 
students, postdoctoral scientists, technicians, and visiting faculty and industrial scientists.
